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TWO fairground workers from Wilburton have 
been charged over the death of a 7-year-old girl 
who was fatally injured on a bouncy castle. 

Summer Grant died after she was hurt while 
playing on the inflatable which was swept “some 
distance” at a funfair in Harlow, Essex, on March 
26, 2016. 

The young girl was taken to the nearby Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but died a few hours later. 

Shelby Thurston, 25, and William Thurston, 28, 
both fairground employees, were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the investigation. 

More than a year after Summer’s death, the pair 
have been charged with manslaughter by “gross 
negligence”. 

They are also accused of failing to discharge a 
general health and safety duty under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

Both will appear at Chelmsford Magistrates’ 
Court on July 19. 

Detectives from Essex Police are continuing 
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their enquiries and are trying to trace a witness 
who was near the fairground rides at the time of 
the incident. 

He is described as a young black man, believed 
to be aged in his teens. 

Following the tragedy, Summer’s mother, Cara 
Blackie, said she was “truly heartbroken” at the loss 
of her “bright, beautiful and most loving little girl”. 
Summer’s father, Lee Grant, described her as “the 
most happy, polite and beautiful girl in the world”. 

Some 200 people paid tribute to Summer, from 
Norwich, at a vigil held at Harlow Town Park in 
April last year. 

The Health and Safety Executive is also looking 
into the circumstances of the youngster’s death.

Power from sun 
set to generate 
cool f lm a year 


SOHAM’S new 12MW solar 
farm got off to a blistering 
start on Sunday - generat¬ 
ing enough power to put it 13 
per cent ahead of its monthly 
target. 

With 45,000 photovol¬ 
taic panels across 70 acres, 
the solar farm will generate 
enough electricity to sup¬ 
ply more than 3,000 homes 
each year while offsetting the 
release of 123,000 tonnes of 
carbon dioxide over its life¬ 
time. 

This is the first local au¬ 
thority project in England to 
receive Contracts for Differ¬ 
ence (CfD), a financial incen¬ 
tive for the energy generated, 
and is set to create an annual 
revenue of £1 million from 
an initial investment of £9 
million. 

Cllr Ian Bates called it 
an “exciting day for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council” 
and “one of the few examples 
where a local authority has 
taken the initiative”. 

He continued: “It doesn’t 
happen overnight - you need 
planning permission, and 
community involvement and 
farmers on side and other 
people on side as well. 

“We can save you extra 
council tax by investing . . . 
this will generate a million a 
year, it means quite simply 
we can keep front-end ser- 
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vices that most of you recog¬ 
nise. 

“Cambridgeshire County 
Council is the largest land 
owner in the county, that is a 
lot of farmland ... this is the 
first but it will not be neces¬ 
sarily the last to have an in¬ 
vestment.” 

Under the council’s guar¬ 
antee contract framework, if 
the contractors fail to gener¬ 
ate enough energy they will 
either install additional pan¬ 
els or write a cheque for the 
equivalent amount to the lo¬ 
cal authority. 

Any additional money 
made from the scheme be¬ 
yond the projected amount 
will also go into the county 
council’s coffers. That way it 
guarantees a return on the 
council’s investment. 

And the sweltering weath¬ 
er this week has got the solar 
project off to a great start, 
with 76,000kw of energy 
generated on Sunday alone. 
That’s enough to power 24 
houses for a whole year, or 
boil 76,000 kettles for an 
hour, and puts the farm 
ahead of june’s monthly tar¬ 
get by 13 per cent. 

If you were driving a car 


you’d be able to circumnavi¬ 
gate the earth 21 times with 
the energy produced in a 
year. 

David Carr, a director of 
Bouygues, the company- 
which built the site, said on 
Sunday: “I am delighted to be 
here and we were delighted 
to be involved in a project 
like this. 

“This is just the kind of 
thing we like: it gives our en¬ 
gineers the opportunity to 
show off what they are capa¬ 
ble off. 

“Today we have achieved 
something that is sustain¬ 
able, that will last an awful 
long time and that’s critical. 

“We have worked with a 
partner [CCC] that is very 
forward-thinking, it’s one of 
the most forward-thinking 
organisations I have worked 
with.” 

Once the energy is gener¬ 
ated from the sun’s rays it 
travels to one of five cen¬ 
tral inverters which convert 
1,000 of DC energy from the 
solar panels into AC electric¬ 
ity. This then enters the na¬ 
tional grid at 43,000 volts. 

Once the grass has grown 
back on the former Grade 
3 agricultural land (which 
makes it unfit for growing 
crops), sheep will again 
graze freely, but this time 
with a rather different view.

Ely rallies to help 
tower blaze victims 


ELY College students have started a 
collection of ‘essentials’ for the vic¬ 
tims of the London Grenfell Tower 
disaster. 

Sixth-form students worried 
about the long-term welfare of vic¬ 
tims of the tragedy are putting the 
word out for Ely residents to give 
what they can. 

Items such as nappies, sanitary 
goods, cosmetics and bed linens are 
being driven to London by English 
teacher Lleur Patten, 46. 

She said: “It’s been piling in. The 
stuff we are collecting is falling into 
two categories, emergency items 
like toiletries, nappies and phone 
chargers and clothes and toys. 

“The students wanted to do a 
long-term thing because we realise a 
bag of nappies only covers so many 
days and the sixth-formers are wor¬ 
ried about the long term. We don’t 
want to forget about those people.” 

So far 79 people have been de¬ 
clared dead or missing presumed 
dead with many more still being 
treated for the injuries they suffered 
in the tragedy. 

If you would like to donate to the 
college’s collection, you can drop 
items off in the sixth-form reception in 
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Downham Road during school hours. 

Meanwhile, a firefighters’ union 
leader has warned fire brigades from 
three counties would be needed to 
tackle a Grenfell-type blaze in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Cameron Matthews, Brigade Sec¬ 
retary at Cambridgeshire Lire Bri¬ 
gades Union, has praised the hun¬ 
dreds of firefighters who tackled the 
inferno at the tower block in London 
as the death toll increases. 

But he has hit out at fire safety 
reviews being ignored and has de¬ 
scribed how a similar blaze in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire would be handled. 

Mr Matthews said: “Once again 
our emergency services were exem¬ 
plary. In particular, London’s heroic 
frontline firefighters who bravely 
risked their own lives to save others. 

“We also cannot forget the vital 
role of control operators who fielded 
dozens of calls from people trapped 
in the tower. 

“However, we now have to ask 
some uncomfortable but legitimate 
questions. 


“Why did Boris Johnson close 10 
London fire stations during his time 
as mayor? Why did housing minister, 
now chief of staff to the PM, Gavin 
Barwell sit on a tower block fire risk 
safety advice report? 

“Why did the Tory government 
vote down Labour’s rented accom¬ 
modation regulation policy? 

“The inconvenient truth is these 
are political decisions. 

“As a firefighter, I’ve watched 
countless reviews following tragic 
incidents where lessons have not 
been learnt.” 

Mr Matthews added: “It took 
45 fire engine crews in London to 
tackle the Grenfell Tower block fire. 
So what would we do in Cambridge 
today? 

“Lirst, we would need every single 
fire engine in Cambridgeshire that is 
normally available on a day-to-day 
basis. Then we would need to speak 
to our neighbours in both Norfolk 
and Suffolk to ask for the same; eve¬ 
ry crewed fire engine they normally 
have available. 

“Only then would we have the 
same necessary level of resources 
as London needed to attend such a 
tower block fire.”

Abuse of our 
older people 

FOLLOWING World Elder Abuse 
Awareness Day last Thursday, it 
is worth noting that according to 
academic research, some 4,533 
older people in Cambridgeshire are 
being abused by those closest to 
them - whether friends, families or 
carers. 

And a further unknown number 
suffer in some care homes and 
hospital wards too. 

That this should be happening to 
people at this stage in their lives is 
nothing short of a national scandal. 

And, as was once the case with 
child abuse, it is not taken seriously 
by our courts. 

Our analysis shows that despite 
an estimated 413,500 people 
aged 65 or over in England and 
Wales experiencing some form of 
abuse each year in 2015/16 there 
were just 3,012 successful criminal 
convictions. This means it is likely 
that 99 per cent of those who abuse 
older people are not being punished. 

This is a situation that cannot 
be allowed to continue and if 
we are to halt this epidemic of 
elder abuse, it is about time the 
punishment started to fit the crime. 
For this reason, Action on Elder 
Abuse is campaigning for abuse of 
older people to be classed as an 
aggravated offence, so the police 
and our justice system are forced to 


take it more seriously.

How we treat 
the soil is key 

POLITICS apart, the three great 
issues of the day are biodiversity loss, 
desertification and climate change. 

The biological cycles underlying 
life on earth have been thrown out 
of balance and planet Earth cannot 
hope to make inroads on any one of 
them without addressing all of them. 

So as reassuring as it is that finally 
some of our politicians are now 
talking openly about climate change, 
they seem to have failed to recognise 
that it is so much more than that. 

The twin problems of soil 
degradation and erosion have 
plagued humanity since the dawn of 
modern agriculture. 

Although these problems are 
mostly of our own making and can 
be solved, politicians and indeed the 
media, don't seem to take them as 
seriously as volatile financial markets, 
climate change or any number of 
other social challenges. 

And yet, how we treat the land, 
how we treat the soil is fundamental 
to the health and survival of modern 
civilisation. 

The soil has the capacity to save 
us if farmed in a regenerative way. 

By relying on annual plants such as 


wheat for our staple foods we are 
causing hundreds of millions of acres 
of land to be ploughed or sprayed 
with herbicides etc. 

Hundreds of millions of acres of 
forest, savanna and prairie have been 
eradicated and more is cleared each 
year to make way for annual plants 
— plants that are not only destroying 
our ecosystem but the health of 
people and animals. 

And at this scale, ecosystem 
destruction has immense 
consequences. 

The social challenges that we face 
in the UK and indeed across the 
world, important as they are, pale 
into insignificance if we don't deal 
with our environmental challenges. 

Added to this the connections 
run deep. Improving our soils by 
whatever means, not chemical, 
allows for the sequestration of 
carbon; plants and animals produced 
from improved soils are healthier and 
improving the health of the nation 
places less of a burden on our NHS 
and so on. 

Somewhat simplistic but 
surely it makes sense to embrace 
preventative measures rather than 
reactive solutions that in the long 
run exacerbate the destroying of our 
ecosystem. 

And interestingly, if not worryingly, 
our new environment minister is in 
the "camp" of the climate change 
sceptics.

Call to boycott 
horse racing 

VIDEO footage taken by a local 
animal rights group reveals what the 
racing industry would probably rather 
remained hidden behind screens-the 
final moments of a race horse named 
Tea In Transvaal (IRE) at Newton Abbot 
on June 5.

County police force failing to 
record 7,000 crimes each year

CONCERNS have been raised after 
it emerged Cambridgeshire Con¬ 
stabulary fails to record an estimat¬ 
ed 7,000 reported crimes each year 
- including some sexual offences 
against children. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) has revealed 
that, while improvements have 
been made, the force “requires im¬ 
provement”, noting the constabu¬ 
lary is currently under-recording 
sexual offences (excluding rape) 
and violence crimes. 

According to the 2017 Crime 
Data Integrity inspection report: 
“Cambridgeshire Constabulary has 
made concerted efforts to improve 
crime-recording accuracy since 
HMIC’s 2014 Crime Data Integrity 
inspection report. The majority of 
officers and staff have made pro¬ 
gress in placing the victim at the 
forefront of their crime-recording 
decisions. 

“Work remains to be done, how¬ 
ever. Despite advances, based on 


the findings of our examination of 
crime reports for the period March 
1, 2016, to August 31, 2016, we es¬ 
timate that the force fails to record 
over 7,000 reported crimes each 
year” 

Acting Chief Constable (ACC) 
Dan Vajzovic said: “As HMIC has 
recognised, we have made a 
concerted effort to improve 
the way we record crime 
accurately since their 
Crime Data Integrity 
inspection in 2014, 
and we continue to 
put the victims at the 
heart of our crime re¬ 
cording decisions. 

“We have made 
significant progress 
against all of the recom¬ 
mendations made in the 
2014 report, including intro¬ 
ducing new crime-recording pro¬ 
cesses and establishing the Victim 
and Witness Hub, which provides 
support services to all victims of 
crime - but particularly those who 
are most vulnerable in our com¬ 
munity. 

“That said, we recognise there is 


still more work to do, and we have 
already put in place systems to en¬ 
sure crime is reported at the first 
point of contact, either through an 
officer at the scene, the force con¬ 
trol room or the police service cen¬ 
tre (101 calls). 

“We continue to look at the most 
appropriate timing and 
method of contact we 
have with victims, 
depending on both 
the type of crime 
they have suf¬ 
fered and their 



vulnerability, 
our use of lan¬ 
guage line to en¬ 
gage with victims 
for whom English 
is not their first lan¬ 
guage, and our col¬ 
lection of diversity data 
from victims of crime.” 

The report also says the constab¬ 
ulary had failed to record reports 
of sexual offences against children 
and adults. Nearly 9 per cent of 
reported sex offences were not re¬ 
corded. 

According to the report: “Those 


failings are significant given the 
very serious nature of sexual of¬ 
fences and the harm that they 
cause to their victims. 

“We found that the constabulary 
had failed to record reports of sexu¬ 
al offences against both adults and 
children. These include offences of 
inciting children to engage in sexu¬ 
al activity.” 

An NSPCC spokesman for the 
East of England told the News : “It 
is concerning that some child sex 
offences are going unrecorded 
by Cambridgeshire Police, which 
could mean vulnerable young vic¬ 
tims are being denied the vital sup¬ 
port they are entitled to. 

“However, overall improvement 
in recording crimes and support¬ 
ing vulnerable victims is a positive 
step that should be built upon. 

“Cambridgeshire Police must 
now act to implement the recom¬ 
mendations of the HMIC’s report 
without delay and ensure victims 
are at the heart of their determined 
work to keep us safe.” 

ACC Vajzovic said: “We record in 
excess of 58,060 crimes every year

“They have also recognised us 
as outstanding for our culture and 
leadership in crime recording - 
highlighting our strong governance 
and the standards and expecta¬ 
tions we set for our staff and offic¬ 
ers to get it right. 

“While there were no specific 
recommendations made by HMIC, 
we continue to strive to provide 
the best service for the people of 
Cambridgeshire, we take heed of 
their areas of improvement and are 
reassured that they can see we are 
making good progress in the right 
direction.”

Airman's mum still confident he is at 
landfill site as police search continues 


THE mum of missing 
airman Corrie McKeague 
has described the gruelling 
process of specialists 
searching for her son at 
Milton landfill site. 

Nicola Urquhart, 47, is 
still confident that her son is 
in the site at Milton, where 
police have been searching 
since March, as they are now 
finding items consistent with 
where Corrie was last seen. 

On the Find Corrie 
Facebook page, Nicola wrote: 
"The search at the landfill 


continues, and will continue. 

"At this time Suffolk Police 
are finding items of rubbish 
that have either locations and/ 
or dates on them consistent 
with the rubbish that would 
have been lifted from Bury St 
Edmunds on the night Corrie 
went missing. 

"Along with the tachograph 
and GPS analysis they have 
carried out-which pinpoints 
the location of the cab 
dumping the rubbish into the 
landfill cell - it shows they are 
still looking in the right area. 


"The process the police are 
using, without going into too 
much detail, is they pick an 
amount of rubbish up with 
heavy mechanical machinery 
and then lay it on the ground 
for the search team police 
officers to rake through, 
looking for Corrie, but also 
looking for items as small as 
his keys or phone."

Jet ski tragedy was an 
accident, jury decides

A YOUNG woman suffered 
catastrophic internal injuries 
in a horrific jet ski collision, 
an inquest heard. 

Beki Hellens, 22, a compe¬ 
tent jet-skier from Chatteris, 
had been out on the water 
for less than a minute when 
she was involved in a crash 
with another rider at South 
Lake Ski School in Little Pax¬ 
ton. 

The impact of the collision 
threw her off the orange Su¬ 
perjet stand-up jet ski and 
caused her to suffer “unsur- 
vivable” internal injuries. 

Nearly two years after Beki 
died on July 26, 2015, an 
inquest has ruled that her 
death was an accident. 

Beki died at Bedford Hos¬ 
pital two hours after the col¬ 
lision, which split her aorta 
and caused massive blood 
loss in her chest cavity. 

The aorta is the main ar¬ 


tery in the human body, orig¬ 
inating from the left ventricle 
of the heart. 

The 10-member jury re¬ 
turned the verdict after hear¬ 
ing how the collision took 
place on the right-hand side 
of both jet skis. 

The other rider, Nicholas 
Rudd, was said to have been 
outside the area marked by 
the buoys on the five-acre 
lake. He was described as in¬ 
experienced and unaware of 
the rules he should have fol¬ 
lowed that day. 

Mr Rudd, 43, described the 
incident as a minor bump 
and maintained he was trav¬ 
elling behind Beki and that 
she made a sudden sweep¬ 
ing movement to the left and 
into his path. 

He denied he had ridden 
up and over Beki’s ski and 
hit her torso rather than the 
machine. 

He said the jet skis “came 
together on the left and Beki 
toppled off the back and fell 
into the water”. 


Expert medical evidence 
and a post mortem report, 
however, suggested Beki’s 
injury could not have been 


caused by her simply falling 
off the back of the jet ski after 
a minor bump. 

Dr Martin Goddard, who

carried out the post mor¬ 
tem examination, said the 
damage to the aorta was 
caused by “significant force” 
and that impact had to have 
come from the front, not the 
side. 

He said the heart valve was 
“completely split” and the in¬ 
jury, which left four-and-half 
pints of blood in Beki’s lungs, 
was “incompatible with life”. 

Earlier in the hearing, the 
jury was told Beki had only 
been out on the water for be¬ 
tween 20-50 seconds when 
she and driving instructor 
Mr Rudd, who was riding a 
jet ski for the first time that 
day, collided. 

Crash investigator Roder¬ 


ick Pike estimated the com¬ 
bined speed of the jet skis at 
the time of impact was be¬ 
tween 30 to 50 mph. 

The jury also heard evi¬ 
dence from Beki’s partner, 
Paul Turner, who broke down 
when he described how he 
pulled his fiancee into the 
shore. 

He said: “She had a small 
mark on her head above her 
right eye, but her eyes were 
fixed. 

“She had the most beauti¬ 
ful blue eyes I have ever seen 
but they were dull and fixed 
and I shouted at her ‘don’t 
you die on me’. I felt so help¬ 
less, so useless, I just didn’t 
know what to do.”

Zoo reopens 
with tiger 
on display 

THE rare tiger that mauled a 
zookeeper to death has been seen 
for the first time since the tragedy 
as the park reopened to the public. 

Eight-year-old Cicip could be 
seen basking in the sun inside his 
large, grassy enclosure at Hamerton 
Zoo Park on Friday - just metres 
away from where 33-year-old 
keeper Rosa King was fatally 
attacked. 

He paid little attention to people 
who had gathered on the other 
side of the tall metal fencing at the 
zoo near Huntingdon. 

Attached to the bars of the 
enclosure was a framed letter 
from a tiger conservation charity, 
which thanked Rosa for donating 
thousands of pounds. 

Cicip is one of two Malayan 
tigers at the park, and lives with 
2-year-old female Sahaja. 

They are a particularly rare 
species and according to 
FHamerton's website, they are the 
first and only tigers to ever be seen 
in the UK. 

Further circumstances into Rosa's 
death are yet to be released due to 
the ongoing investigation between 
police and Huntingdonshire 
District Council. 

Zoo staff have launched a 
campaign to build a memorial to 
Rosa, where visitors could go and 
pay their respects. 


Steep rise in terror 
alert package calls 


A FIVE-FOLD increase in reports of 
suspicious packages has been re¬ 
corded in Cambridgeshire since the 
Manchester terror attack. 

The force increased policing and 
armed officers on patrol in the wake 
of recent terror attacks in London 
and at Manchester Arena. 

Cambridgeshire police has re¬ 
vealed to the News the key sites 
where they have upped patrols, 
armed as well as unarmed, over the 
terror threat. 

The locations include Cambridge’s 
Grand Arcade shopping centre, key 
bridges, late-night pubs and clubs 
in the city centre, Ely Cathedral and 
the Imperial War Museum at Dux- 
ford. 

And the News can reveal that a to¬ 
tal of 33 suspicious packages have 
been reported since the attack on 
Manchester on May 23, compared 
with six reports from May 1-22. 

One of the bomb scares was a sick 
hoax which happened on the day of 
the terror attack on London Bridge 
and Borough Market. 

Hoaxers struck in St Ives and trig¬ 
gered a major alert after the suspi¬ 
cious object was found less than 
five hours before eight people were

killed and dozens injured on Lon¬ 
don Bridge on the night of Saturday, 
June 3. 

Officers cordoned off a telecoms 
box in Bramley Road, St Ives, before 
discovering it was a bomb hoax. 

The stunt involved plastic 
bottles taped together to 
give the appearance 
of a bomb and was 
carried out just two 
days before a suspi¬ 
cious package was 
destroyed in a con¬ 
trolled explosion 
in Cambridge city 
centre on Monday, 

June 5. 

The Cambridge in¬ 
cident began when 
briefcase was found aban 
doned in King’s Parade near 
Great St Mary’s Church at about 
7.30pm. 

Nearby restaurants were evacuat¬ 
ed as a result of the bomb scare and

a cordon was thrown up around the 
briefcase. 

A bomb disposal unit was called 
to the scene and carried out the 
controlled explosion. It was later re¬ 
vealed that the briefcase contained 
books. 

The following day, police an¬ 
nounced that the number of armed 
officers had increased by 50 per 
cent. 

The force also said there would 
be more armed police on the 
streets of Cambridge at 
key locations. 

A Cambridgesh¬ 
ire police spokes¬ 
man said: “Since 
Manchester and 
London, there has 
been a greater po¬ 
lice presence at key 
sites, including Ely 
Cathedral, Duxford 
Imperial War Musuem, 
and the Grand Arcade, 
which has included armed 
and unarmed units.” 

The spokesman added: “There 
was also greater attention paid to 
late-licence premises and high foot¬ 
fall bridges in the city centre.”

‘Scourge’ of drug 
abuse in county 


DRUG abuse hotspots across 
Cambridgeshire have been re¬ 
vealed - as police describe the 
crime as a “scourge”. 

Figures recorded by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary show 
that a total of 1,389 drug crimes 
were reported in the county 
from February, 2016 to fanuary 
this year. 

Police bosses have urged 
families to report drug crime 
and urged users to get help. 

A police spokesman said: “We 
would encourage people to re¬ 
port any suspicions they have 
about drug dealing. 

“Even if it does not result in 
an arrest, all the information 
we receive helps to build up the 
intelligence picture of where, 
when and who is committing 
crime. 

“We would recommend In¬ 
clusion, the county’s drug and 
alcohol service, for help and 
support. 

“They offer free and confi¬ 
dential support, advice and 
interventions to adults in Cam¬ 
bridge. For young people, there 
is Casus, the Cambridgeshire

The spokesman added: “Drug 
dealing is a scourge on society 
that fuels other serious crime 
including burglary, robbery and 
anti-social behaviour and we 
are committed to catching and 
putting before the courts those 
involved in it.” 

Cambridge South is the worst 
area for drug abuse with a total 
of 156 recorded incidents in an 
area which has a population of 
62,000. 

The area includes Cherry 
Hinton, Coleridge, Teversham, 
Romsey and the edges of the 
southern part of the city centre. 

Cambridge city centre was in 
second place for drugs with 111 


reports. It has a population of 
about 7,000. 

In third place was Cambridge 
North and includes Arbury, 
King’s Hedges, Chesterton, Cas¬ 
tle and part of the city centre. 

It suffered a total of 106 drug 
crimes and has a population of 
about 60,000. 

Huntingdon was in fourth 
place with 103 drug crimes and 
the nearby St Ives and Ramsey 
policing area was fifth with 74. 

In sixth place was St Neots 
with 45 drug reports, followed 
by Ely North with 30. 

Ely City was in eighth place 
with 26, followed by the Cam- 
bourne and Histon areas with 
23 each. In tenth spot was Ely 
South with 16. 

The most drug free area in 
Cambridgeshire was Sawston 
with a total of just 12 reported 
offences.

Beware the silent killer 


CARBON monoxide is a 
highly poisonous substance 
produced by the incomplete 
burning of carbon-based 
products. 

This often happens 
when an appliance has 
been incorrectly fitted, 
badly repaired or poorly 
maintained. It can also occur 
if flues, chimneys and vents 
are blocked. 

Many people do not 
realise that gas is not the 
only producer of carbon 
monoxide in the home. 

Care also needs to be taken 
if there is a wood burning 
stove, open fireplace or oil 
boiler in the property. 

Rob Mills, of Platinum 
Properties, says landlords 
must provide all residential 
tenants, including those 
where only part of the 
property is residential such 
as a flat over a shop, with 
a battery-operated smoke 
alarm on every floor of their 
property used for living 
accommodation. 

Landlords must also 
provide a carbon monoxide 
alarm in any room with a 
solid fuel heating appliance, 
like a wood-burning stove 
or coal fire. This includes 
any open fireplace that's not 
sealed off and is available to 
use. If a chimney is in use 
then it should be swept at 
least once a year. It is good

practice to have a system in 
place for periodic checking 
of alarms and detectors, if 
the property has gas this is 
normally done when the 
service is carried out every 
year. If there is no gas in the 
property then the agent/ 
landlord should check these 
when they carry out an 
inspection of the property. 

Therefore it is imperative 
that an agent/landlord does 
carry out their property 


inspections at least once 
a year. Any good agent/ 
landlord would inspect in the 
first three months of any new 
tenancy and as long as this is 
satisfactory every six months 
thereafter. 

Carbon monoxide is known 
as the silent killer, because 
you can't see it, taste it or 
smell it and it can kill quickly 
with no warning. Every year 
CO poisoning affects over 
4,000 people in the UK. 

The symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, 
headaches, dizziness, nausea, 
breathlessness, collapse 
and loss of consciousness, 
are similar to the flu, food 
poisoning or a hangover. If 
symptoms only occur when 
at home, or if other people 
in the home experience 
the same symptoms at the 
same time, this could be 
an indication of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Warning signs in the home 
can be: 

• lazy, yellow or orange 
flames - flames should be 
crisp and blue (note that 
some decorative-effect gas 
fires may burn with a yellow 
flame) 

• dark staining on or around 
appliances 

• pilot lights that frequently 
blow out 

• increased condensation 
inside windows

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one.

She's been bitten by 
snakes, threatened by 
lions and eaten bugs. 
Survivalist Megan Hine 
explains to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON what 
inspires her to take on 
dangerous challenges 

M EGAN HINE has had 
more hair-raising 
experiences in the 
world's harshest terrains, 
than all the celebs 
who've appeared on the reality TV 
survival shows she's worked on. 

Megan, 32, is the woman who 
scouts locations for shows fronted 
by the likes of Bear Grylls, working 
out what is and isn't possible for 
series such as Man vs Wild, Mission 
Survive and The Island. She sets up 
stunts, attempts hazards before 
celebrities sign up, and leads 
expeditions for people wanting to 
test themselves to the limit. 

Only a few weeks ago while 
rigging a stunt in Kenya, she was 
caught in crossfire between two 
tribes fighting over ownership of a 
herd of goats, and escaped by 
wading through a river awash with 
man-eating crocodiles. 

On another occasion, she was 
packing away some expedition 
tents in Namibia when a scorpion 
dropped onto her ankle, stinging 
her twice. Megan recognised it as 
the most poisonous scorpion in 
the country, and knew if she 
panicked, her blood pressure 
would rise and the venom would 
do its damage quicker. She 
managed to keep calm until the 
expedition medic could hook her 
up to some life-saving intravenous 
antihistamine. 

Last year in New Mexico, she was 
bitten by a snake. Had it been a 
coral snake medical help was too 
far away. Luckily, it was the 
similar-looking mountain king 
cobra - and she lived to tell the tale. 

She has now written about her 
adventures in her new book, Mind 
Of A Survivor, which also explores 
the psychology of survival and the 
inspiration behind her chosen 
often-hazardous path, the joys of a 
life outdoors and the benefits of 
being pushed to your limits. 

"One week, I'll be in a desert 
looking for water courses, the next 
in a jungle, wondering how we can 
get a shot of a presenter abseiling 
through a waterfall,'' she explains. 

Megan is often asked how she 
feels when faced with a death- 
threatening situation. 

"There's an underlying reason 
why my body and mind recover 
quickly from near-death 
encounters,'' she writes. "I accept 
that what I do is dangerous. I don't 
want to die, and I don't want to be 
severely injured, but I understand 
that what I do for a living comes 
with a lot of risk.'' 

As a mountain leader, she was 
taking expeditions in the Alps and 
Himalayas when she was invited to 
work with Bear Grylls on his Man 
vs Wild show around 10 years ago. 
"It's amazing working with him,''

she enthuses. "Right from the start, 
he made me feel like part of the 
team. At the time of our first shoot, 

I was living in my van in Chamonix. 
When he found out he sent me this 
massive box of down jackets and 
warm clothing. 

"That is who he is. It was really 
lovely and I've been part of his 
team ever since. It's just incredible 
and such an amazing experience.'' 

She may not have wrapped 
herself in a seal's carcass to keep 
warm, as Grylls has, but she has 
certainly eaten some pretty 
disgusting things in the wild. 

"I know some people would be 
grossed out at the thought of eating 
bamboo worms or maggots or 
mealworms, but that's stuff I would 
eat on an expedition. 

"The worst and most distressing 
thing I've eaten is a Philippine 
delicacy called balut, which is a 
fertilised egg with a little chicken 
inside it. You have to boil it and 
then you eat it. It's a bit gamey. 

"I don't know what it is about it, I 
think it's the little chick's massive 
head and tiny body and its huge 
eyes. That really gets me every time. 


I find it quite slimy. When you bite 
into its head, it kind of explodes." 

Canterbury-born Megan, who 
spends a lot of time in North Wales 
when she's not in the wild, grew up 
in the outdoors. Her father was a 
geologist and there was a lot of 
hiking, exploring forests and 
climbing mountains during family 
holidays. 

She took a degree in outdoor 
education and pursued 
mountaineering, taking parties on 
expeditions. She even met her 
partner, Stani, who does a similar 
job, when they were both guiding 
expeditions in the Arctic. 

"Now we are fortunate we can 
work together," she says. 

Although she says she doesn't 
think much about retaining a 
feminine side, spending most of 
her time in outdoor clothing, she 
admits she does like to glam up 
from time to time. 

"I do love occasionally getting 
dressed up, putting on a dress and 
make-up and going out. That's what 
is so cool about being female and 
doing what I'm doing.” 

Her hectic schedule includes 


challenging team-building 
adventures, working with young 
people, guiding school groups into 
extraordinary environments or 
showing young entrepreneurs 
different ways to build their 
resilience and coping strategies. 

Away from work, she finds it hard 
to switch off. "Considering the 
things I see and deal with on a daily 
basis, when I come back, I find it 
harder and harder to do mundane 
things like my taxes. 

"I unwind by mountain biking 
and climbing, when my brain is 
totally on the trail of what I'm doing 
and I can leave everything behind." 

She has, inevitably, sustained 
various injuries over the years. 

"I've had minor breaks, strains 
and things. My pelvis at the 
moment is unstable because I took 
a fall off a cliff on a job and knocked 
my pelvis out. But I seem to be a 
magnet for bugs. 

"I've had malaria and Lyme 
disease. Those things and random 
bugs take weeks to shake off, but 
you're not really sure what they are, 
those are my biggest worries.” 

And her worst fear? 

Scaling death-defying rock faces, 
perhaps, or battling man-eating 
crocs, venomous snakes or other 
poisonous critters? 

No. 

"I actually get terrified about 
flying in helicopters. That's the time 
I struggle to control my emotions."

IN her debut, Joy 
Rhoades - a lawyer- 
turned-writer now 
living in London - uses 
her memories of her 
grandmother's sheep 
farm to create this 
pastoral romance.

It's an easy-to-read 
tale of Australian rural life and 
family drama. 

The protagonist, Kate, is not 
always easy to like, but we 
sympathise with her as she copes 
on a remote sheep farm with an 
absentee, soldier husband and an 
ailing, war veteran father. 

Kate relies on a tatty copy of The 
Woolgrower's Companion, a difficult 
farm manager and his orphaned 
nephew, two Italian POWs and an 
aboriginal maid. 

As Kate battles to save the farm 
from the bank, there are 
misunderstandings, hidden 
treasure, forbidden love and a 
disturbing secret. 

Rhoades paints a vivid picture of 
the Australian bush, the strict 
social code, snobbery and racism.

Exploring the bustling 
Big Apple is a walk in 
the park for JANE 
HAASE and family 


Take New York in 




I F, like me, you are obsessed with 
getting in your recommended 
10,000 steps a day, a trip to New 
York will have you chomping at 
the Fitbit. It is the perfect city for 
walking around. 

We averaged about 25,000 steps a 
day on our family holiday to the Big 
Apple earlier this month, as we took 
in famous sights like the Empire 
State Building, the Statue of Liberty, 
Brooklyn Bridge and Central Park. 
But as you are pounding the 
pavement, don't forget to look up 
and admire those towering 
structures scraping the sky. 

My husband and I had visited 
New York pre-children, more than 
20 years ago, but this was a first for 
James, 13 and Nina, 11. Would they 
be as blown away as we were 
when we landed in the 
fabulously frenetic city? 

We spent the first part of 
our stay in Downtown 
Manhattan, the famed 
financial district, and our 
hotel was just a stone's throw 
from where the Twin Towers 
once stood. Poignantly they 
feature on our holiday snaps 
from that earlier visit, but 
following the terror attacks of 
9/11, two huge water features 
now fill that void, serving as a 
memorial. 

It's quite peaceful to stand 
quietly, listening to the steady 
cascade of water as you read 
the names of those who died 
engraved on the walls of the 
reflecting pools. 

In recent years, a large part of the 
downtown area has been developed 
with a Westfield shopping centre 
and a swish upmarket retail 
complex Brookfield Place, which 
boasts high-end designer shops 
such as Gucci, Burberry and Saks 
Fifth Avenue. There are also fancy 
offices and restaurants, and it's a 
great spot for eating al fresco. 

We did just that on our first day, 
munching on lobster rolls and 
sipping a glass of wine while 
watching the sun glinting on the 
Hudson River as boats chugged up 
and down. 

We were staying at the Conrad 
New York, part of the Hilton 
group, in the heart of 
Lower Manhattan in 
Battery Park City. 

It has a jaw-dropping 
lobby area with a 
100x80 foot 

contemporary artwork 
made up of royal blue 
and vibrant purple swirls 
snaking up one side of 
the huge atrium. It all 
feels very cool and 
modern, and it boasts a 
fabulous rooftop bar 
offering spectacular 
views over the nearby 
Hudson River which 
made it the perfect place 
for an early evening drink. 

On the ground floor is 


the Atrio wine bar and restaurant 
where the children had THE best 
chocolate chip pancakes for 
breakfast. 

Our suite was luxurious and 
comfortable, in muted brown and 
oak shades, with specially 
commissioned artwork on the walls 
and the comfiest hotel bed I have 
ever slept in. 

The Conrad New York is a great 
location for exploring downtown, 
and right near the One World Trade 
Center which, at 1,776ft, is the 
tallest building in the western 
hemisphere, so there's no excuse for 
getting lost. 

A guided tour is a good way of 
getting to grips with an area quickly 


so we climbed on board 
The Ride NYC Downtown 
Experience (it also has a midtown 
one), a big coach with theatre-style 
seating and floor-to-ceiling 
windows so you can look out onto 
the streets as you hear their history. 
It's an interactive tour and at 
intervals we donned virtual reality 
headsets where we saw the amazing 
views from the One World 
Observatory, or felt as though we 
were witnessing the Wall Street 
Crash of 1929 first-hand. There was 
even some live performance thrown 
in with a moving tribute to 9 /11 
from an actor on the street dressed 
as a city worker. 

After our tour we boarded the 
free ferry that commuters take to 
Staten Island and back so we could 
get as close as we could to the 


Statue of Liberty without 
a journey to Liberty 
island itself. 

Another fantastic photo 
opportunity is to walk the 
Brooklyn Bridge. It takes 
about 20-25 minutes to 
make the journey on the 
pedestrian walkway across 
the iconic landmark and 
the views of Manhattan from 
Brooklyn Bridge Park are fantastic. 
Again this area has been developed 
with restaurants and apartments 
and plenty of places to chill out and 
just soak up those views. 

From the relative peace and 
quiet of downtown we were greeted 
by a cacophony of beeping car 
horns as we arrived in midtown for 
the second part of our stay - but 
this is, after all, the buzz you expect 
from the city which famously never 
sleeps. 

Our base was the Roger Smith 
Hotel, smack bang in the centre of 
midtown, based on Lexington 
Avenue and within walking distance 
of must-see sights such as Times 
Square, the Chrysler Building, 
Tiffany's and Bloomingdale's.

This family-owned hotel has been 
around for 80 years and it really 
does feel like a home from home 
with individually designed rooms, 
comfy sofas and quirky furniture. 

Our suite was large and 
comfortable with a TV, fridge, 
microwave and espresso machine. 
Our huge bathroom had funky 
Picasso-like style design on the 
walls and the hotel likes to 
showcase public art in its lobby and 
bar. It also has a small roof top bar, a 
great spot for a drink on a hot New 
York night. There is no restaurant 
but the hotel will order take out for 
you. Not that you need to with a 
multitude of restaurants and 
cuisines on your doorstep. 

New York isn't cheap with the 
pound weak against the dollar, but 
you can pick up breakfast from a 
deli for a few dollars and Nina, who 


can be a fussy eater abroad, loved 
digging into authentic NY bagels, 
pizza, burgers and hanger steaks. 

We were in New York for five and 
a half days and wanted to make the 
most of them, without wasting time 
in queues. 

New York CityPASSes are a great 
option and include 
tickets to all the main 
tourist spots so you 
don't have to buy the 
tickets when you get 
to busy attractions like 
the Empire State 
Building, although 
there is still an 
entrance queue. 

Our CityPasses 
included a return 
bonus visit the same 
day after 10pm to see 
the iconic landmark 


illuminated at night, but I preferred 
the wonderful views from the less 
crowded Top of the Rock 
observation deck at the Rockefeller 
Center. I even saw someone being 
proposed to - and she did say yes. 

Our CityPASSes also offered a 
river cruise and we went for the 
thrill ride option. Bouncing 

along the Hudson River 
towards the Statue of 
Liberty, at speeds of up to 
45mph to a thumping pop 
soundtrack on the Beast 
speedboat, with spray on 
our faces was a real 
highlight. 

We packed a lot in 
strolling the sidewalks of 
this fantastic city and New 
York certainly stepped up 
to the mark as a top family 
destination.

M AZDA is launching a stealth 
attack on the premium SUV 
sector with its latest CX-5, 
taking over from the model that was 
the company's biggest seller in the UK. 

And the way you convince people 
your car is a class act is to make it 
quieter, says the company aiming to 
take sales away from the likes of VW 
and, whisper it, even Audi. 

So the new car is heavier than the 
old one, in a world where brownie 
points are won by making cars 
lighter, because so much extra sonic 
deadening has been applied. 

Nearly 50kg, to be precise, or 
the weight of two extremely heavily 
loaded suitcases. And what a 
difference it makes, adding instant 
hush to a cabin that generates so little 
racket at speed you might never raise 
your voice again. 

This hush-hush push is one of the 
ways you'll tell new CX-5 from old, 
and so is the body shape, although you 
might need to pose both versions side 
by side to notice. 

Every exterior panel has been 
changed but Mazda has been 
understandably careful to preserve the 
lines of a car that sold partly because it 


looked so good in the first place. 

It still does, but with thinner LED 
headlights and sharper creases adding 
a touch of classy drama. 

Inside, all is changed too but Mazda 
has kept the sense of order you feel in 
its all its cars, so there is a lot of nicely 
applied blackness, set off a little by a 
dash insert that looks like the viciously 
expensive layering of a Japanese knife. 

It works well and, yes, adds to 
the premium feel Mazda is keen to 
sprinkle on the newcomer. 

Adding class has added to the 
bottom line too, with prices now 


CX-5 

starting at £23,695 for a slow selling 
petrol version, a £200 lift. 

The likely biggest seller, the diesel 
CX-5 with 150 horsepower engine and 
front-wheel drive is up £900 and now 
costs from £25,695. 

The range tops out at £33,195 for 
a 1 75 horsepower car with automatic 
gears and all-wheel drive in Sport trim. 

So, it all adds up to a choice of 
economical engines in a handsome car 
that drives well and is drawing room 
quiet inside. 

No wonder more than half all new 
Mazdas sold here will be one of them.

A SLEEK and sporty estate car 
is joining the Jaguar line up 
with the arrival of an all-new 
XF Sportbrake. 

The luxury load lugger will 
be on the road in November 
adding another string to Jaguar's 
booming range of activity vehicles 
spearheaded by the top selling 
F-PACE SUV. 

Unveiled at a star-studded 
premiere in London by tennis ace 
Andy Murray, the new Sportbrake 
will be priced from £34,910 - 
some £2,500 more than the XF 
saloon but slightly cheaper than 
the previous model. 

Powered by a 2.0-litre 163ps 
Ingenium diesel engine capable 
of 62.8mpg, the rear-wheel-drive 
estate is Britain's alternative to the 
likes of the new BMW 5 Series 
Touring. 

With a cargo capacity of 565 
litres stretching to a maximum of 
1,700 litres, the new Sportbrake 
offers more load space than 
before, on a par with the new 
Beemer and bettered on that front 
only by the Mercedes E-Class and 
Volvo V90. 

Styled to impress, the new XF 
Sportbrake is a fraction shorter 


than the original model launched 
in 2012 but wider, higher and with 
a longer wheelbase. 

That adds up to more room 
inside, especially in the rear where 
there is much more head and 
legroom than before and, with 
a huge panoramic glass roof, the 
Jaguar's cabin has a spectacular 
ambience. 

Luxury touches include 10 
different colours for the onboard 
"mood" lighting and a gesture 
control which operates the 
retractable roof blind at the wave 
of a hand. 

Another so-called gesture 
function opens the electrically 
powered tailgate where the 
cargo area can be extended in 
seconds at the pull of two levers 
to accommodate items up to two 
metres in length - enough to take 
a mountain bike or even a fridge- 
freezer. 

With a low load lip and a wide, 
flat boot floor the Sportbrake 
scores highly on the practical 
front and the car is available 
with Jaguar's Activity Key, a 
weatherproof wristband allowing 
outdoor enthusiasts the freedom 
of not having to carry the key fob 


when out in the wilds. 

Five engines will be offered 
in the UK - four diesel and one 
petrol - with all-wheel-drive 
available on most. 

Emissions range from 118g/km 
to 155 and the range toppers will 
have either 300ps 3.0-litre V6 
diesels or 250ps 2.0-litre turbo 
petrol engines both capable of 0 to 
60mph in less than seven seconds. 

Self levelling air suspension is 
fitted to maintain the ride height 
under all conditions and the 
Sportbrake also makes use of 
Jaguar Land Rover's All Surface 
Progress Control system to give 
added traction in poor weather or 
rough terrain. 

The Sportbrake can also be 
fitted with an automatically 
retractable towbar and has a 
towing limit of two tonnes - 
sufficient to pull a horsebox or a 
jet ski. 

As such it makes a fine fist of 
blending luxury, performance and 
practicality making the Sportbrake 
a classy alternative to premium 
SUVs. 

At the front, the car is identical 
to the XF saloon and although the 
same length, the estate treatment 


has accentuated its lines with a 
flowing roofline, a subtle spoiler 
at the top of the tailgate and 
slightly pronounced haunches over 
the rear wheel arches giving the 
Sportbrake a powerful poise. 

Onboard technology includes 
the Jaguar Touch Pro system which 
offers full connectivity, WiFi, access 
to remote control Apps and a 
sat-nav set up that is smart enough 
to deliver an interactive view of 
your destination as the car nears 
journey's end. 

The car is even fitted with an 
advanced climate control that 
ionises the air inside the cabin, 
boosting the feel-good factor. 

Built at Jaguar's factory in Castle 
Bromwich alongside the XF saloon, 
the XE, XJ and the F-Type sports 
car, the new Sportbrake will have 
its public debut at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show in September. 

Prior to that it will be touring 
Britain as part of Jaguar's run-up 
to being official vehicle supplier 
for this year's Wimbledon 
Championships which run from 
July 3 to 16. 

During the tour it will be 
carrying the Men's Singles trophy 
around clubs and schools.
